I hope; no Body will be fo abfuird to-think, 
linclude Diving Power, and therefore I {pall 
make no Explanytion there 3 [hope, I am 
writing to Chriftians, who, wuen I talk of 
Power being able or not ‘able to do any 
thing, have always a Referve for Admighty 
Power which can doevery thitg. 

Nor methinks fhould Cavil concern it felf 
here, and te me, thd Parliament of Briramp 
is a€tually im Being ; fince’l may be allow’d, 
when I am {peaking of forgeching which.@as 
adted, and of fomething dene, not to mean 
a thing that has never aéted of ligne any 
thing atall, and which I think, with Refpeét 
to any thing already done, may be propsr- 
ly faid not to have a Being $ fince.not tobe, 
or not to have bad Power to a&; are-the 
fame:in te Langage of this Argumear.

' 2. No antecedent Law, Conftitution or 
Authorizy can break the Treaty, for the 
Treaty faysexprefly, 2526 Article, That all 
Aas of Parliament, which fhall contravene 
the Treaty, arethereby, fo far as they are 
contrary %0, or inconfiftent with the (zid Tres- 
ty, atch ly repealed and refciaded.

_ If itcan legally be done, it ovght to be 
done; “if it contravenes the Treaty, ic can- 
not be-legal ; becaufe-no-Law in England, 
contravening the Treaty, has any Force at 
all, but is dead and oe fe and the Treaty 
is its Grave-ftonie, ’cis aQlually extiné&, and 
ftands repealed by the Union. 
So that all this Matterdies upon the Law, 
and not upon the Projects ahd Opinions of 
Lawyers ; and if any thing tean@éted in that 
is illegal, the Peers of Britain in Parliament 
are Judgés, and ‘will determine it 110 doubt 
to general Satisfaction. 
3. Lefscanthe QUEEN break the Trea-

bur that Commiffioners tha] meet tos deter: 
mine Matter of Complaint, and SatisfaGtion 
fhall be made; and if this were not-provid- 
ed in fachCafes, to Treaty of Peace could 
ever hold between any Nation, efpecially 
where Soldiers, Garrifons,~and Frontiers 
were contiguous, in which Cafe Depreda- 
tions and Fra@ions are frequent 5 dnd it 
-would be then ia-the Power: of every Cap- 
tain of a Troop of Horfe, when he thought 
fit, to breakthe Peace, and fet afl ‘in a 
Flame again, -as often as he thought fit to 
want.an; Etiployment. on 
_ The Treaty of Union betue-n theje Na- 
tions, would have.but a. very igfism:Foun- 
dation, if-it lay in the Power,: or atthe 
Mercy of any feparate Branch, even of the 
Government, much lefs at the Mercy of pri-

& Catera’s of the Adminiftration,to break or 
diffolve it.
